WASHINGTON - Salvadoran 
President-elect Jose Napoleon Duarte 
- called on Congress on Monday night to 
approve increased aid for his country. 

He also denounced efforts tollnk the 
assistance 'to progress on human 
rights. ' 

After a meeting with President 
Reagan, Duarte said in a speech he 
was surprised by those members of 
Congress "who seek to Jmpose de- 
grading conditions on El Salvador at a 
time when 'we are succeeding In our 
struggle to defend and strengthen 
democracy.'! , 

Duarte's'remarks were prepared 
for delivery to a Joint meeting of the 
Foreign Policy Association and Worid 
Affairs Council. 

In his prepared remarks, Duarte 
said he can understand the frustration 
of some lau-iTxsk^r^ over the pace of 
■ *TS?rT/J^>^iilvador. "So they 
seek' 10 impose conditions on 
assistance," he said. "Can they be as 
frustrated as we are? 1 don't think 
so." 

Duarte described the congressional 
proposals as well intentloned but said 
that "to Impose unilateral conditions 
on the people In the name of demxra- 
cy Is to take away part of the freedom 
for which they are fighting." 

Earlier, after meeting with Reagan, 
Duarte said that his country's demo- 
cratic development has given the 
Salvadoran people new tiope for a 
better futUre and has weakened the 
appeal of the extreme right.

Take time to vote 
in today's primafy 

Today is primary election day, one of those recur- 
ring poiiticai events which sneak up on us to tause. 
more yawns than Interest, and fades Just -as rapidly 
from our window of attention. 

Except this year. Today's primaries have excited 
more political interest than any in recent memory. The 
reasons are not hard to identity : 

One is the intense race between Rep. George Hanstn 
and his challenger, Dan Adamson who appears to have 
gained ground in recent weeks and may Iw close 
enough to pull off the upset of the decade in Idaho 
politics. 

Another is the redistrictlng ol the Legislature, which 
has opened up a numlKr of new lloteriai seats and 
drawn out a wide range of candidates, some more 
qualified than others. 

A third is the advertising campaign of Idaho Power 
Company, directed clearly at the suliordination issue. 
Those ads seem to have riled up the public and many 
legislative candidates have been put on the spot. If 
you're for outright subordination, you're OK; if you' 
waffle, even a little, you could t)e In trolible. 

FouMh, in Twin Falls County, an intense three-way 
race for county prosecutor has livened the local 
contest; sher iff races in severa l other counties have 
~dOne'lh"esame. " ^ ; 

. The combined effect Is-a-primary- with- unusual 
interest which, we suspect, will be reflected In the 
voting today. 

The campaign has also been interesting in terms of 
citizen involvement. Candidate forums have been 
modestly attended, but here at The Times-News, mall 
has run heavy. So has political advertising, not 
normally large in primaries. 

All of this suggests to us another swing of the 
pendulum in political involvement. After years of 
decline, 1984 Is shaping up in the slate and nation as a 
year of political resurgence, of mote citizens getting 
into political Issues and recognizing the vast power of 
the American voter. 

As has been wisely noted, the only political poll 
which counts Is the tabulation of votes on election day, 
when each of us has the right to say yes or no to those 
who ask us to let them represent our concerns. 

This election, perhaps as much as any other in recent 
memory, is an important one on a number of races. So 
take time today to go to the polls and vote.

We paid the price of 
canyon rim property specifically lor the beauty of 
the view. The poles deface It tragicaJly . We have 
spoken to the project owners here expressing our 
feelings.

BOMBAY. India (AP) - A new 
outbreak of Hindu-Moslem violence 
Monday pushed the death, toll In five 
days of riots to 106. 

Prime Minister Indira Goiulhi 
toured the- ravaged areas, appealing 
to the people to restore peace. 

The Indian Army' patrolled seven 
curfew-bound districts of Bombay and 
the razed slums of neighboring 
-BhlwnndJ, and fighting broke out 
Monday In the northern suburb of 
Thane, where two people were re- 
ported BUbbed to death and abmit 20 
injured. 



Police spokesman P.M. Sawant said 
108 people had been killed since the 
rioting began Thursday nl^l. He said 
C5 died In -Bhiwandi. Including 13 
whose bodies were found Moi^y. 
while 30 have been killed In Bombay. 7 
In Thane and 6 In Kalyan, 

Police and troops dispersed a mob 
of 6,000 In Bombay's Iroubled Govandl 
slums early Monday, but two rival 
-rock-throwing mobs gathered late 
Monday night and police t^aed fire 
to disperse then. There were no Im- 
mediate casualty reports. 
The army sealed off 'Gbvaiidi and 



troops were deployed around the 
Bhabha Aton)lc Research Center to 
prevent sabotage. ' 

Shops were closed In curfew-bound 
areas but activity was normal In most 
parts of the city.

Dear Mr, ^)eocer: On pronuncia- 
tion, you ml^t pay a visit to your 
local library or to the library at the 

-^uegflf^i^outhcnrraaiiiswasiatiir 
the librarian's help Id locating tapes 
and/or recordings of gufdellnes for 
pronunciation.

Spelling Is another problem. One 
who has learned to spell through the 
study of phonics usually will have a 
minimum of.i^Ing probIeins.-but_ 
unless you are wUllng to go through a 
rather demanding eoune In phonics, 
the next best thing is to do a thorough 
study of the most frequently 
— mls^wUed-wordsdhe ^xiUing de- 
mons) and to learn the basic spelling 
rules. 

If you want Individual tulorlog in 
phonics, you might get In touch with 
one of the 4lementaiy schools In your 
area. Sometimes teachers are willing 
to tutoria tbe summer. This approach 
might be the best for you if you are 
v&y ■ serious about re-educating 
yourself In these areas. Ask one of the., 
school's administrators' to recom* 
mend someone «4w is skilled in 
teaching pbonlcs.
